i t is 
largest in 
birds, 
is larger among 
young warm-blooded anim als than in 
the m ature, and is 
very sm all in 
sluggish 
cold-blooded 
creatures. 
Stated in thousandths of th e body 
weight, the 
highest rslative 
heart 
weigth is 24.1, th a t of the sandpiper, 
while among mammals the highest is 
14.4 in a dw arf bat. 
Among fishes 
the relative heart weight of a member 
of the mackerel fam ily is as high as 
2.1, but the sm allest relative heart 
weights known are 0.15 and 032., in 
Spbageobrauchus and Uphisurus, two 
eel-like sand 
tishes. 
The relative 
heart weight ot a young G reenland 
whale was 5.7, equal to th a t of the 
camel, man and the mole. 
The re 
lative h eart weight of the blind worm 
is l.b ; water frog 1.9; toad, 3.2. 
The illum in atin g engineer is a sc i­ 
entific specialist whose early appear­ 
ance is predicted by h . Castor, an 
English electrician. 
The production 
of artificial light is wasteful, 
aud 
much of the lig h t produced is lost— 
often oue-half¿or even tw o-thirds—by

It is asserted th a t better illu m i­

N um erous 
outbreaks

in a research to determ ine accu r­ 
ately the effect of sunlight on germs, 
Dr. K. Wiesner, a G erman bacteri­ 
ologist, has made some im portant d i s ­ 
coveries. 
He has found th a t the d is ­ 
ease germ s and harmless parasites of 
men and anim als are weakened or 
killed on exposure to sunlight, while 
open-air bacteria are little 
affected; 
also th at disease germs do n ot lose 
their 
virulenco 
u n til 
th eir dead 
bodies are entirely destroyed. 
Ultra- 
red rays, like the ultra-violet, bavo 
especially powerful germ icidal effect. 
I'he action of su nlig ht is in direct 
proportion 
to its in te n s ity varies 
with season and tim e of day, and is 
lessened by m oisture aud cold, but at 
m idday d u rin g half of the year it 
seems to be sufficient to destroy most 
bacteria in two or three hours. P n e u ­ 
monia, 
brouchitis and “ colds” in 
general are probably dim inished in 
sum m er by the greater power of s u n ­ 
light. 
Diffused in houses, the s u n ’s 
rays are enorm ously reduced in i n ­ 
tensity and they lose all disinfective 
power. 
A curio us m ishap has given us a 
very delicate test for hydrochloric 
acid in the atmosphere. 
In a north 
of England locality many houses have 
curtains of the cream color produced 
by m etauil yellow —popularly known 
as “ d o lly ” cream dye, and to science 
as “ the sodium salt of meta-am ido- 
benzene suiphonic acid azo-dipheuyl- 
amlue. ” Some of these cream-colored 
curtains suddenly changed to helio­ 
trope. 
Investigation showed th at an 
accidental escape of hydrochloric acid 
from a neighboring alkali p lan t had 
discolored the curtains, 
aud the dye 
became a most useful test. 
A new safeguard for collieries is 
offered by the discovery of Profs. 
Ulster and G eitel that firedamp con­ 
tains six or 
seven tim es as much 
radium em anation as the ordinary air 
of coal mines. 
An alum inum foil 
electroscope quickly shows the differ­ 
ence of electrical conductivity due to 
the em anation, aud this simple ap par­ 
atus becomes an effective and im p ort­ 
ant means of detecting danger. 
Iron being the most abundant metai 
of the basic rocks and constituting 
nearly five per cent of the e a rth ’s 
crust, it is difficult to realize how 
rapidly the supply contained in the 
ores now smelted is being exhausted. 
Mr H enuett H. Brough, in his British 
Association paper pointed out that 
every iu h ab itau t of the United States, 
the U nited Kingdom and Germany 
requires about a quarter of a ton ot 
iron yearly. 
In 1905 the world pro­ 
duced a total of 60,01X1,000 tons from 
120,000,000, tons of ore, the production 
of G reat B ritain having been 14,590,­ 
703 tons, while th at of the United 
States exceeded 42,500,000 tons, the 
highest o u tp u t ever recorded. 
The 
w oild's known supply of iron ore yet 
to be mined is estim ated at 10,000,­ 
000,000 tons. 
Of this Germany has 
2,200 
m illion 
tons; 
France, 1,500 
m illions; Russia, 1,500 m illions; the 
United States, 1,100 m illions; Great 
B ritain 1,000 
m illions; Spain, 500 
millions, aud the rest belongs to the 
non-producing countries. 
There are 
still enorm ous stores of unknown ex­ 
ten t in A ustralia, South Africa and 
elsewhero. 
E re these are exhausted, 
improved 
processes 
w ill 
w ork' up 
poorer ores, and in the electric f u r ­ 
nace th e blacksands 
aud other ti- 
tauiferous ores cau be made to yield 


an enorm ous product from sources 
n ot now considered. 
Tall people may derive m uch com 
fort from the novel germ theory of 
Dr. M. Friedrick. 
Of tw enty-six vic­ 
tim s of cerebro spinal m eningitis th at 
came under his notice all were ch ild ­ 
ren aud he believes th a t the g e n u s - 
stirred up from the ground by passing 
pedestrians—seldom rise above two 
or three feet, aud are thus inhaled by 
children and others w ith noses near 
the ground. 
The largest insect yet discovered is 
supposed to be a grasshopper of the 
Karoo desert in ¡South Africa. 
Its 
spread of wings is ten inches.

AN OLD TEAMSTER 
INSTANTLY KILLED. 


Henry Dorray Found Dead on the 


West Point Road. 


The Calaveras C hronicle gives the 
following concerning the accidental 
death of H enry Dorray: 
W’ednesday 
last a fatal accident 
happened on the West P o in t road, 
about three and a half miles from 
this place by which H enry’Dorray, an 
old and respected 
citizen of llich 
G ulch, 
was 
in stantly killed. 
The 
p articulars of the sad affair are as 
follows: 
About six o ’clock ou the morning 
of tho accident Mr Dorray left his 
ranch near 
Kich Gulch driving a 6- 
borse team loaded w ith logs for the 
Gwin 
mine. 
A little after sevoD 
o ’clock the driver of the West Point 
stage Jo h n Sterling, and his passenger 
Jo h n Cook, met D o rray ’s team about 
half way up the L aucell grade, which 
was over two miles from the scene of 
the accident, w ithout a driver. 
Mr 
Cook at once jum ped out of the stage 
aud stopped tho team while Mr S te r­ 
ling went ou with the stage. 
About 
1 m ile from M ineral station, S terling 
discovered Dorray lying in the m id ­ 
dle of the road. 
He called to him a 
couple of 
tim es and receiving no 
answer he whipped up his team and 
started for llich u u lc b , a distance of 
two miles, where upon his arrival he 
told J. P. McTernau, th e proprietor 
of the hotel, th a t he believed Henry 
Dorray was lying dead in tho road. 
A num ber of men at once started out 
b ut iu the m eantim e Ju h n Cook had 
taken his saddle horse, which he had 
hitched behind the stage, and started 
hack to find Dorray, whom he be­ 
lieved had met with somo accident, 
and when tho men from Kich G ulch 
arrived Jo h n wa3 standiug guard over 
the body. 
Tho u nfo rtu n ate man was 
lying ou his Jett side, with his head 
down hill aud 
his legs draw n up 
nearly to his chin. 
An exam ination' 
of the body was made when it was 
discovered 
th at the 
left ear was 
nearly severed from the head 
and 
th at the left tomplo was 
crushed in 
aud there was also a sevore bruise on 
the left shoulder. 
I t is believed that 
tho u nfo rtu n ate man was suddeuly 
seized with a fainting spell and fell 
from the wagon to tho ground, and 
th at the hind wheel of the vehicle 
crushed 
in 
tho 
tem ple. 
Acting 
coroner Buree held an inquest aud 
the ju ry after heariug th e evidence 
adduced rendered a verdict of acci­ 
dental death. 
The rem ains were removed to the 
fam ily residence 
near Kich Gulch 
from which place the funeral services 
were held F iid ay last, and th e re ­ 
mains interre d iu the fam ily plo t ou 
the ranch, Kev. 
F ran k 
Z. Twole, 
officiating, aud the funeral was large­ 
ly attended. 
The deceased was an old resident ot 
Kich Gulch, having resided in that 
im m ediate 
vicinity 
foi 
the 
past 
th irty years. 
A hard working man, 
honest aud up righ t iu his dealings, a 
good citizen, a kind neighbor and an 
indulgent father, he will be missed 
from tho daily walks of life by a 
large circle of friends. 
The deceased 
was a native of M assachusetts aud at 
the tim e ot his death was 62 years of 
age. 
He leaves to m ourn his untim ely 
death a bereaved wife, three sons and 
five 
daughters 
and to 
whom the 
sym pathy of the ontire com m unity is 
extended in this their hour of sorrow. 


Father llorgan, who has been trav­

After spending considerable time 
and money in apprehending aud su c­ 
cessfully prosecuting and convicting 
J. 11. G rande oil a charge of embezzle­ 
ment, the F rank Simpson F ru it Com­ 
pany of Stockton has now petitioned 
govoinor G illott to pardon, or at least 
com m ute the sentence of the former, 
who is serving two and one-half years 
at San Q uentin for falsely obtaining 
funds iu the name of the concern em ­ 
ploying him. 
The case is an odd one, 
and the executive is slightly puzzled.

Origin of Yankee Doodle. 


There has beon m uch discussion on 
the origin of Yankee D oodle w ithout 
fiixug it with ontire certainty. 
The 
air can be traced back in E ngland, it 
is said, to the tim e of Charles 1., aud 
the doggerol verses that are sometimes 
sung to it are said to be nearly as 
old. 
In th e old English song the 
name used was “ N ankee D oodle,” 
and it is said that th is name was a p ­ 
plied in derision to Oliver Cromwell. 
N ow juitiquarians claim th at the word 
Yankee” was 
derived 
trom 
the 
Indian pro nunciation of the the word 
“ E ng lish,” which they called “ Yeng- 
h ees,” but th a t the E nglish soldiers 
iu the French and In d ian war applied 
it to the colonials iu derision. 
What 
is know n as th e original “ Yankee 
Doodle” song 
beginning with the 
w ords: 


F ather and 1 went down to camp, 
Along w ith Capt. Goodwin, 
And there we saw the men and boys 
As thick a? hasty p u d d in ’ — 
was w ritten by a B ritish officer while 
his arm y was yet in Boston in the 
sum m er of 1775. 
The word Yankee 
does n ot occur in these verses, but 
they were sung to the tun e known as 
“ Taukee D oodle.” 
Now, as to the 
tune. 
I t is identical with the air 
known in both England and America 
long before the revolution as “ L ydia 
F isher’s J i g , ” to which the words of 
an old nursery song were a d a p te d : 
L ucy L ocket lost her pocket, 
L yddy F isher found it; 
Not a bit of money in it, 
Only b in áin g around it. 
In 1775?> when the colonial troops 
joined tho 
B ritish 
regulars under 
Gen. Joh nson near Albany, 
prepara­ 
tory lo th e ir attack on the F’rench 
post at Niagara, a B ritish surgeon, 
who was a clever m usician and som e­ 
thing of a wit besides, arranged this 
old air and 
comm ended it to the 
officers of the provincial m ilitia as a 
well-known piece of m ilitary music. 
Tho joke 
was 
successful, 
the air 
pleased the soldiers greatly and be­ 
came very popular in th e Colonial 
army, says the Housekeeper. 
This 
was unquestionably the incident that 
made “ Yankee D oodlo” our national 
air. 
A far more rem ote origin of 
this air 
has 
also 
been 
claimed. 
Kossuth, when in the U nited States, 
said that the H ungarian distinctly 
recongized 
the 
tu n e 
of 
“ Yankee 
Doodle” as an old national dance of 
their own. 
A Spanish professor of 
music has also identified it as the 
ancient sword dance of tho Biscayans, 
and a G erman has declared it to be 
an air traditio nally 
known 
iu his 
country. 
Dr. Bombaugh, antiquarian 
aud literary student, asserts that both 
words and air were probably original­ 
ly brought from H olland. 
He says 
th a t among the laborers who every 
year du rin g 
harvest tim e go from 
Germany to the N etherlands (receiv­ 
ing as their wage as much butterm ilk 
as they can drin k aud a tenth of the 
grain they cut aud rake), tho follow­ 
ing d itty has been in use for many 
y e a rs: 
Yauker, didel, dedel dowD, 
D id el, dudel lauter. 
Yanke viveu, voorer, vown, 
Boterm iik and tanther. 
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Receipt books, location blanks, deeds 
mortgages, prom issory notes, etc., 
for sale; also m ining signals on 
cloth, graduation diplomas, at the 
Ledger offce.

The agitation of the grafting thal 
has been, and still is. in progress in 
connection with our county govern­

It requires time to break up customs 
which have been tolerated for long 
years. 
Those who are iutorested in 
the continuance of illegal methods 
will use th eir utm ost endeavors to 
m aintain the statu quo.

le.-is, in spite of all adverse influences, 
the system is crum bling iu the glare 
of the publicity th at has been thrown 
upon it through the colum ns of the 
Ledger tor several m onths past. 
In 
proof of this we call attention to the 
following f a c ts : 
1st. 
The m ethod of ordering blank 
books for county officers has been 
modiflnd. 
I t will be noticed, from 
the m inutes of the board of su p er­ 
visors th at bills for blank books and 
stationery from the wholesale houses 
of the city have disappeared. 
The 
custom which prevailed before the 
L ed g er’s 
agitation 
was 
for 
each 
county officer to order direct from 
the city supply houses, and the firm 
fu rnishing the supplies would then 
send in the bill for the same direct 
to the board. 
This 
was in 
the 
absence of any 
contract with the 
lowest bidder, or rate established by 
the board, as the law expressly pro­ 
vides. 
The Arms were left to charge 
th eir own prices, and the door was 
throw n 
open for abuses. 
I t is a 
p retty safe conclusion th at where the 
o p p o rtu n ity is given, aud m aintained 
for a long series of years, abuses 
w ill alm ost invariably creep iu. 
The 
invitation in th at direction is rarely 
unaccepted. 
In the bills prosented and allowed 
by the board last m onth, the San 
F rancisco blank 
book m anufacturers 
have no standing. 
The orders for 
these supplies were given to local 
dealers. 
These local dealers get the 
supplies from the city houses, and 
are allowed 
a com m ission—usually 
from 15 to 20 per cent -from regular 
rates. 
Thus, 
the county pays no 
more than uDder the form er system, 
b ut the local business men reap the 
benefit of the comm ission; 
whereas, 
form erly, eith er the wholesale houses 
pocketed the whole thing, or some 
one got the commission who had not 
the shadow of rig h t to it. 
L ast m onth 
the items of blank 
books am ounted to about S100, divid 
ed between two local dealers, Vela A 
Piccardo 
and 
the C ity Pharmacy. 
These two firms were benelitted 
to 
the ex ten t of about §20. 
These items 
am ounted to three or four times as 
m uch as all other stationery items 
combined. “W hile this plan of order 
ing is infinitely preferable to that 
heretofore in vogue, it has no legai 
basis. 
The bills presented in tbis 
way are still open to the charge ol 
illegality. 
The law 
requires that 
such 
supplies 
bo 
contracted 
for 
ann ually with the lowest bidder, and 
the p rin tin g rates established an n u al­ 
ly. 
The Ledger does not propose to 
stop iu this work at the half-way 
station. 
We are pleased to announce 
*hat a vitally 
im portant p oin t hat 
been gained, but the end is not yet. 
A nother 
notable im provem ent is 
noticed in the stationery bill. 
Last 
m onth, after a careful comparison 
with the schedule, 
we detected but 
one slight d eparture from the con ­ 
tra c t rates. 
This was a charge of §1 
for a S m ith-P rem ier ribbon, whereas 
the contract price is 70c. 
This is an 
im portant gaiu ou the record of the 
past. 
I t is conclusive th at th e ex­ 
posures of the Ledger are having t 
salutary effect, notw ithstanding tin 
apparent indifference of th e super­ 
visors in regard to this vital subject. 
I t is public opinion th at is forcing 
th e 
issue, 
and slowly compelling 
obedience to legal provisions and the 
solemn obligations of a contract.

In eulogy, Hon. K. G. Kust touched 
upon her life in general aud her 
character in particular, lie said that 
she was always a very earuest worker, 
devoting most of her time to the 
bettermeut of others, as a lodge mem 
her aud as a teacher iu the public 
schools, aud that sbo had passed to 
the great beyond to prepare a parlor 
where there would be no parting. 
The first parlor of Native Daughters 
was founded iu Jackson September ó, 
1886, and Tina L. Kane was tne first 
grand president, being olecled iu San 
Francisco shortly after and held olfico 
for one year. 
She lived in Jackson 
the greater part of her life, teaching 
school here up to the time of the 
death of her parents, when she went 
to Ventura and taught school for six 
years up to the time of her death on 
October 23, 1904. 
At that time Elia 
E. Camiuotti was graud president of 
the order, so she immediately ap­ 
pointed as a committee, Anna Mc­ 
Laughlin, Dooley Sauguicetti, Carrie 
Tiffany aud Teresa Aiuldoon, with 
herself ss chairman, to arrange for a 
monument to be placed over the grave 
of their dead sister. 
The dedication 
Sunday was the result of their efforts.

A Pioneer Passes Away. 
Thomas Denuis AJuddtn oue of the 
pioneer settlers of the state passed 
away Wednesday evening about five 
o’clock at the home ot his son Thos., 
at the New York Reservoir. 
His 
health had been failing for several 
ycais so that his death did not come 
as a veiy groat surprise to his re­ 
latives aud friends. 
He leaves throe 
sons, John L., Thomas aud Denuis to 
mourn his demise. 
The deceased was a native of Ire­ 
land, born iu 1829, comiug to this 
country when quite a boy. The Cali­ 
fornia fever took him, as it did with 
many others, and he came to this 
state in 1852, and miDcd all through 
th's section, particularly in Calaveras 
county. 
About forty years ago ho 
settled In Amador county and has 
remained here practically ever since. 
For many years he was ditch tender 
fof the Amador Canal Company, con 
tinuiug in that service until the in­ 
creasing infirmities of age rendered 
him incapable of attending to the 
arduous duties iu eouueclion there­ 
with. 
Deceased was highly respected by 
all who were acquainted with him. 
He was a man of strict integrity, up­ 
right in all his dealings. 
His wife 
died some years ago, also a married 
daughter, Mrs Emma Daugherty. 
He was a member of Jackson Lodge 
A. O. U. W., and carried an insur­ 
ance of 82000, in tbat order. 
The 
funeral will take place to-morrow 
morning at 10 o’clock, interment in 
the Catholic cemetery. 


Sale of the McCutchen Store. 
The stock of bools, shoes and 
goueral dry goods, belonging to the 
bankrupt estate of J. AlcCutcheu, 
took place before the referee, Chas A.

This was 
only a trifle over 50 cents on the ap­ 
praised value under the second ap­ 
praisement, which was calculated at 
5 per ceut of the original appraise- 
meut, or cost price. 
Dealers who

there, and there seernod an under­ 
standing among them to get the pro­ 
perty as low as possible.

Snyder, however, was prepared to bid 
outside of any combination, tor the 
sole purpose ot seeing that the goods 
were not sacrificed.

DECISION IN THE RUSSELL ESTATE 


Letters of Administration Denied 


the Daughter on the Ground ot 


Not Being a Resident. 
This is an application by John S 
Orchison, uommeo of Elizabeth Jane 
Symons, who claims to be the ille 
gitimate daughter of the above Will 
iam Henry Russell, deceased, and his 
heir at law, for the revocation ot 
letters of administration of said 
estate heretofore granted to George 
M. Huberty as public administrator 
of Amador county, and for the issu 
ance to him of such letters. 
Section 1365 of the code of civil 
procedure of the state of California 
spucfies who are entitled to admin 
ister aud the order of their priority 
tho children being in the second 
class, and the public administrator in 
the eighth class. 
Section 1383 code of civil pro 
codure, under which this application 
is brought, reads as follows: 
“ When letters of administration 
have been granted to any other per 
son than the surviving husband or 
wife, child, father, mother, brother 
or sister cf the intestate, any one of 
them who is competent, or any com 
petent person at the written request 
óí any one of them, may obtain the 
revocation of the letters, and be en 
titled to the administration, by pre 
seuting to the court a petition pray 
ing the revocation, and the letters 
may be issued to him .” 
Section 1396 code of civil procedure 
provides as follows: 
No person is competent or entitled 
to serve as administrator or adminis 
tratrix who is not a bona fide resi 
dent of the state. 
According to 
the construction 
placed upon the provision of section 
1365 code of civil procedure by our 
supreme court, the surviving husband 
or wife, is the only person not a bona 
fide resident of the state who has the 
right to request the appointment of 
somo other person.

Couusel for respondent claims that 
iu order to entitlo her to nominate or 
request the appointment of petitioner, 
Mrs Elizabeth ¡ámyons, must have 
been u bona fide resident of the state 
at the time of the death of William 
II. Russell, while couusel -for peti­ 
tioner contends that there is no time 
fixed or determined under our statute 
wheu tho residonce ol a person com­ 
iug from another state or country to 
reside iu this state begins, but it 
would appear to be a proper conclus­ 
ion to diaw from ail these sections 
that she must be a bona fide resident 
at the time of exercising the right of 
nomination, which in the case at bar 
was February 27, 1907, the date of 
filing the nomination. 
_ Was Elizabeth Jane ¡Symon a bona 
fide resident of California on Febru­ 
ary 27, 1907. 
Residence is to be determined from 
the iuteutiou of the party, and that 
intention is to be gatbered mainly 
fit m his acts. 
Estate of Gordon, 142 
Cab, 125. 
The evidence upon this point is iu 
substance as follows: Eilzabeth Jane 
¡Symon is 47 years of age. 
¡She was 
born, reared, 
married, raised her 
t.iinily aud lived iu the immediate 
neighborhood of Blackwater, Corn­ 
wall, England, until she came to 
California iu January, 1907. 
Her 
mother lived all her life there, and 
died aud is buried there; her grand­ 
mother, who Jived with her, and who 
is a very old lady, she left there ex­ 
pecting her to return. 
She left her 
two sous there with her married 
daughter, aud expected to return to 
take charge of her daughter’s child 
wheu her husband returned from 
South Africa, so they could be to­ 
gether as much as possible. She left 
tne house in which she had been 
living for fifteen years with hex 
turniture iu it, aud paid the rent in 
advance for the quarter ending in 
March to the Lords, to whom it had 
Ye verted on the death of her father- 
in-]aw, iu whom had been vested 
a liie estate, and with whom she had 
ilved. 
She did not come to Cali­ 
fornia when informed of the death of 
William Henry Russell, nor until she 
was sent for by her sou and Airs Lena 
Clements, who sent her the money to 
pay her passage. Upon her arrival iu 
California she went to the residence 
of Airs Lena Clements and stayed 
four days, aud in conversation with 
Atis Lena Clements, 
Aliss Edith 
Clements, Air -Sidney Clements and 
Airs Cowden, stated that she wished 
to liuish her business and return to 
England as soon as she could. 
Ju a 
couvoisatiou with her uncle Matthew 
Trudgen, at Mrs Clement’s house, he 
testified as follows: 
i told her it was far better for her 
to stay iu this country with her boys, 
and 1 couid do better for her than 
what she could in Euglaud. And she 
said sho would study ever the matter, 
and so far as she has gone she has 
come to like the country very much.” 
Sho then went to Oakland, and 
stayed for about three weeks at the 
residence of Airs Urchison ou Valdez 
street; then Air aud Airs Greaves, 
who came out from England ou tho 
same steamer, and with whom she 
became acquainted on the way, pro­ 
cured a house, and she went to live 
with them,—took rooms from them. 
She testified that she bought furniture 
for two rooms, aud uses Mrs Greaves’ 
kitchen aud bath room, but the evi- 
Jeueo shows that Airs uieaves took 
384 from her aud used it, but did not 
pay for any furniture with it, but 
bought furniture ou the instalment 
plan; that the contract for it is in 
Mr Greaves’ name, aud he is paying 
tor it in monthly instalments; the 
furniture used by Mrs Symous being 
part of it. 
Ou January 26, 1997, on Valdez 
street in Oakland, she, stated to Mrs 
Lena Clements and Edith Clements 
iu reply to a statement by them, that 
he would feel the cold in Oakland 
next winter; that she would not be 
there next winter. 
On February 5, 1907, at the resi­ 
dence of Airs Leua Clements, in a 
conversation with Airs Clements, Aliss 
Clemonts aud Airs J. D. Cowden, she 
stated her uncle wanted to take her 
back with him to Seattle iu a wee“k or 
two, but that her sou WilJie would 
not hear ot it; but that she would go 
back to Euglaud by way of Seattle 
and visit her uucle and his family. 
On January 31, 1907, she filed iu 
this court her petition for letters of 
administration to be issue to her, and 
for an order revokiug tho letters 
theretofore granted to the public 
administrator on October 26, 1906, 
alleging that she was the daughter of 
deceased aud a resident of Oakland. 
She appeared in court with her wit­ 
nesses ou February 11, 1907, aud de­ 
manded that a hearing be had at 
once; but aftor demurrer to her peti­ 
tion was filed and disposed of, the 
hearing was continued,aud the public 
administrator given to F’ebruary 18, 
to lile his answer. This answer was 
filed on that day,and denied that she 
was a losidont of Oakland, and 
averred tiiat she was not a bona fide 
resideut of the state of California, 
but a resideut ot England. 
She 
thereupon,ou February 27, 1907, with­ 
drew her petition, and filed a written 
nomination and request for the ap­ 
pointment of John S. Orchison as 
such administrator, accompanied by 
his petition, upon which this hearing 
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was had. 
She then in the latter part 
of March or the first of April wrote 
to her daughter enclosing a note to 
the Lords terminating her tenancy of 
the house, and instructing her to re­ 
move tho furniture, which she testifi­ 
ed was sent to Redruth, an adjoining 
village to be sold, but has not beeu 
sold. She also testifies that she sent 
for her youngest son to come to this 
country. 
On April 12, 1907, in a 
conversation with Mr E. A. Free­ 
man, who called upon her and en­ 
deavored to sell her some real estate, 
she stated that she was not in a posi­ 
tion to talk about buying real estate 
at present, because she had not yet 
determined to remain hero. 
She 
testified at the hearing that she had 
intended coming here for a long 
time, and intended to stay if she 
liked it, 
but admitted on cross 
examination that she had never 
mentioned this intention to anyone, 
or expressed it in any of her letters 
to Airs Clements, or her son Willie, 
or any one else. She further testifies 
that she likes this country and in 
tends to remain, and is a resident of 
California. 
She and Mrs Greaves 
deny the conversation of April 12, 
1907, testified to by Mr Freeman, and 
relate a different conversation, but 
Mr Freeman denies that Mrs Greaves 
was present at the conversation. 
From the evidence only partly 
stated above, this court is called 
upou to 
draw 
its conclusions. 
Counsel for petition contend that the 
evidence of Air Freeman falls to the 
ground, and needs no notice by rea­ 
son of the testimony of Mrs Symon 
and Airs Greaves. 
It is not the 
quantity but the quality of the testi­ 
mony that should govern the court. 
Air Freeman is a reportable member 
of the bar of this county and state, 
and has been for many years, was dis­ 
trict attorney ot this county for four 
years, practicing before this court. 
To adopt the verison of his testimony 
urged by counsel for respondent, 
would be to find that he had volunt­ 
arily committed perjury in order 
that the puhlic administrator and 
his counsel might receive the fees 
and commissions of this estate, and 
to base this finding upou the testi­ 
mony of one seeking to inherit the 
estate of the deceased as his illegiti­ 
mate daughter properly legitimated 
under our statutes, and her friend 
both strangers to our country, our 
customs and our laws, and further 
more Freeman was entirely disinter­ 
ested. 
A careful examination of all the 
acts, declarations and conduct fo the 
said Elizabeth Jane Symon from the 
death of William Henry Russell to 
the time of the hearing forces the 
conclusion that she never intended to 
change her residence, and that she is 
not a bona fide resident of the state 
of California, and was not at the 
date of the nomination of petitioner. 
This conclusion renders it un­ 
necessary for the court to pass upon 
the other issues tendered, as this is 
decisive of the application. They can 
be properly and fully determined 
when the estate is ready for distri­ 
bution aud all parties will then be 
bound by such determination. To 
decide them now might hamper the 
court in its final determination, aud 
might also be detrimental to Airs 
Symons. 
The public administrator has had 
charge of the probating of this estate 
for nearly a year, and the interests of 
the estate will be best subserved in 
bis continuance. 
It follows that the petition of John 
S. Orchison should be denied.

Every tiny toad lays a stupendous 
num ber of eggs.

11,545 eggs from oue toad, a necessary 
fertility, since the cbauce3 of an egg 
developing into a toad are less than 
one in a thousand. 
W ithin two weeks 
after the eggs are laid the young tad­ 
poles begin to appear and feed first 
on their gelatinous envelope. 
Next the 
slim y deposits common to ponds and 
sw am ps are attacked. 
Steadily grow 
the young wrigglers until their bodies 
enlarge to the size of thum b nails by 
th e end of June. The long tall now is 
absorbed and the legs develop. 
They 
begin to hop on the bank and disperse, 
never to return save in the breeding 
season. 
It is a t the spring of the year 
th at the toads aw ake from their win­ 
te r sleep below the rocks and scrub. 
They often have been literally frozen 
stiff, but they return to life as healthy 
as ever aud on the first balmy night 
m igrate tow ard the nearest breeding 
pond. 
U sually this is the old home­ 
stead w here they were born, for the 
toad is a domestic anim al and will 
travel a mile or more for the sake of 
returning to the place of its hatching.
